Why  Not  Grow  Melons? 

Trial  plots  of  the  department  of 
vegetable  gardening  at  M.A.C.  during 
the  past  four  years  have  shown  quite 
conclusively  that  muskmelons  can  be 
well  grown  in  this  section  of  the  state. 

Various  cultural  methods  have  been 
followed  in  the  tests  and  approximate¬ 
ly  70  varieties  and  strains  compara¬ 
tively  studied. 

The  two  varieties  which  are  the 
most  outstanding  sorts  and  are  the 
ones  recommended  to  be  grown  are: 
Lake  Champlain  and  Bender’s  Sur¬ 
prise. 

In  culture  the  most  outstanding  fac¬ 
tors  recommended  are  the  use  of  lib¬ 
eral  quantities  of  manure  and  com¬ 
mercial  fertilizer,  the  use  of  plant 
protectors  in  the  spring,  the  use  of  a 
good  grade  mulch  paper,  and  the  con¬ 
sistent  and  thorough  practice  of 
spraying  with  Bordeaux  mixture.
